The Empire’s Defences. 


A matter of much delicacy was raised 
in both Houses of the Imperial Parliament 
yesterday. The late Government had de- 
cided to extend the Singapore Dockyard 
very considerably, and to transform the 
station into a first-class naval base. A 
few days ago the Labour Government 
announced that it had determined to 
drop the plan, although the Australian 
Commonwealth holds that the future of 
the British Empire depends largely on 
the existence of a strong naval base at 
Singapore. With Suez and the Panama 
Canal, Singapore is among the “key” 
positions of the world. Three-quarters of 
the population. of the British Empire are 
gathered around it. It is the gateway 
between the Indian Ocean and the Pacific 
through which every year £100,000,000 
worth of British commerce passes to the 
ends of theearth. A really strong nayal base 
at Singapore would provide the Australian 
Commonwealth with that guarantee of 


to our interest and sympathy than the 
achievements of Irish scholarship, as 
directed to the older language and litera- 


European speech of fascinating structure 
or as the vehicle of a remarkable litera- 
ture or as embodying the strangely ancient 
records of our country, Old and. Middle 
Irish command the interest of philologists, 
historians and archmologists. Here we 
have, in effect, one of the few virgin fields 
of scholarship that remain. Our students 
in the classics and other older fields, in 
paying the homage due from scholars to 
all sound scholarship, may rejoice tv 
think that it is in their own country that 
a subject so fascinating and fresh finds 
its chief materials. Eriu, the journal of 
the School of Irish Learning, which was 
founded in 1904 by Strachan and Meyer, 
has now, with its latest issue, reached its 
twentieth year of existence, The School 
and its journal were founded to train 
students for work at the massés of early 
Gaelic manuscript in Irish and other 
libraries and to aid in the publication of 
texts. Philology and literature were to 
receive equal attention, and a standard 
was set at the highest level of the Revue 
Celtique and the Zeitschrift fir Keltische 
Philologie, the chief Continental organs of 
Celtic studies. 

Under the present editors, Dr. Best, Dr. 
Bergin and Professor O’Rahilly, the 
standard of Eriu’s scholarship is as high as 
that of any organ of scientific research in 
the world. The reproach that we had per- 
mitted foreigners to unearth the rich ore 
of Irish learning has been removed, and 
many young scholars have been trained in 
the School and in Hriv to take the place 
of senior men. The study of Irish in its 
older forms, which is so necessary for 
students, has been carried far, and we 
note with interest in the last report of 
the Royal Irish Academy that its great 
Irish Dictionary progresses, There is no 
need, at this time of day, to remind Irish- 
men of the mass of epic, poetry and prose, 
much of it really fine literature, which 
is preserved in the libraries of Trinity 
College and the Royal Academy, as well 
as legal, medical, religious and historical 
tracts, which, if they cannot be called pure 
literature, are of notable interest for our 
early civilisation and history. The Eriv 
and the School of Irish Learning have 
done much to remove the mute reproach 
of manuscripts long negle:ted. The 
Academy, never unmindful of the claims 
of Irish studies, is about to publish one 
of the greatest of the ancient book collec- 
tions, the Lobhor na Huidhre. We are 
glad to read also that it has resolved to 
take over the publication of Hriw and to 
house the School. This is a decision which 
does honour both to the Royal Irish 
Academy and to Wriu, and we. rejoice to

Allingham published his first volume of 
verse in 1 His second volume, “ The 
Music Master,’’ was illustrated by woodcuts 
from designs by Rossetti, Millais and Arthur 
Hughes. His lrish poems, “ The Lady of the 
Sea,” “ Our Mountain,’’ ‘‘ The Abbot of Innis- 
falen,’’ “The Ruined Chzpel,’’ “ Lovely Mary 
Donnelly,” and “Kitty O'Hea” are 
known in this country. 

In June, 1874, he became editor of Frazer's 
Magazine. On August 22, in the same year, 
he married Helen Patterson, who, as Mrs. 
William Allingham, was a well-known water- 
colour painter. 

Shelley was a star in Allingham’s sky, and 
it wounded him to the quick to hear anyone 
speak ill of him. In his Shil he records some 
bitter words of Carlyle’s: ‘Shelley had not 
the least poetic facuity. I could never read 
anything he wrote. It was a shriek, merely.”’ 
Allingham reproached himself for avoiding 
battles in such cases. Browning, too, in his 
later years, annoyed him by speaking slight- 
ingly of his idol ; so did Emerson, who said he 
could see nothing in Shelley’s poetry beyond 
some pretty verses in ‘‘The Skylark” and 
“ The Cloud.” 

iii dedication of his “ Songs and Poems ” in

On the advice of Carlyle he contemplated 
a History of Ireland. on the lines of the 
“French Revolution,” but it came to 
nothing. 

He seemed to know everyone worth knowing.

She seemed well 
and cheerful. Herbert Spencer. there, he 
talked of art,” is a typical note in his diary. 

“Oct. 29, 1880. H. and I to Hammer- 
smith. . . . W. Rossetti and wife, Jenny 
and May Morris. Talk with W. M. R.— 
Shelley, Browning, etc. Home, Stars (I think 
of Ballyshannon and the sound of the 
Atlantic).”” The above entry shows where 
his thoughts frequently wandered, thoughts 
that inspired songs like this :—

MINISTERS PRESENT.

IN PARNELL ST. 
10 ARRESTS,

HERE were exciting scenes in Dublin 
last night, when a situation de- 
veloped which recalled the famous 

Sidney street affair in London. 

Shortly after nine o'clock two lorries 
filled with troops arrived at Devlin’s 
public-house in Parnell street. The place 
was surrounded, and soldiers went into 
the public-house, where they searched all 
the customers before turning them out. 

They then rushed upstairs, where they 
found about forty men in conclave in a 
room. These men immediately ordered the 
soldiers to '“ stand back,” and after a few 
moments the military withdrew from the 
house, throwing a cordon around it. The 
officer in command of the troops got into 
telephonic communication with the Govern- 
ment, and apparently had conversations 
with President Cosgrave and Mr, Kevin 
O'Higgins. : 

In a short time Mr. Joseph McGrath, 
Minister for Industry and Commerce, 
arrived on the scene, and the large crowd 
which had gathered immediately sprang 
to the conclusion that the men in the 
public-house were connected in some way 
with the recent mutiny in the Army. 

Mr. McGrath was acocmpanied by Mr. 
Dan. McCarthy, T.D., and after some con- 
versations he got into touch with the 
President by telephone, In the mean- 
while two automatic pistol shots had been 
fired inside the building, and the wildest 
rumours got into circulation. 

The investing force, which at first con- 
sisted only of two lorries of troops, 
gradually was increased, until shortly 
after midnight there were ten lorries, two 
armoured cars, and one armoured Lancia 
outside the public-house. 

About one hundred soldiers all told were 
placed at various points in the neighbour- 
hood of the public-house, and at 12.15 the 
crowd, which by this time had reached 
large dimensions, was dispersed. 

Further shots were fired from time to 
time, and excitement grew when more 
highly-placed Government officials came 
on the scene. 

It was reported that Major-General 
Tobin and Colonel Dalton were among the 
occupants of the public-house, and that 
parleys were in progress; but no official 
confirmation of this could be obtained, 

Sporadic shots, the sourée of which is 
unknown, added to the nervousness of 
belated. wayfarers, who were startled by 
the sight of so many soldiers in the streets, 


and at about two o'clock two “men in | 


civilian dress were seen by the police 


walking aown the quays firing, apparently. 


at random, as if they merely wanted to 
make a noise, 


“WE WON’T SURRENDER,” 


At ten minutes past two o'clock some 
soldiers again entered the public-house, 
and came out a few minutes later,. when 
it was reported that the wanted men had 
escaped. ' 

Twenty minutes afterwards, however, 
there was a shout from an upper window, 
“We won't surrender.” Military officers 
conferred, and ten minutes later an 
armoured car took up a position under 
the windows and trained its machine guns 
on the building. 

At three o'clock six men emerged from 
the public-house with their hands above 
their heads. “We surrender,” cried the 
leader. These men were at once sur- 
rounded by soldiers, and removed under 
guard. 

After another” short consultation 
several officers again entered the build- 
ing, and were still inside at a quarter- 
past three. Once more it was said that 
the other men in the building had escaped 
by some secret way, but this could not be 
confirmed, 

Our representative. asked Mr. McGrath 
if he coulo foretell the course of events. 
The Minister said that he hoped that 
there would be no trouble or disturbance ; 
beyond expressing that hope, he could say 
nothing. 

The public-house in which these in- 
cidents are occurring, it is interesting to 
note, was one of the places in which 
Michael Collins and his associates met to 
discuss affairs before the “ Treaty” with 
Great Britain was signed. Last Friday 
the public-house changed hands. 


COMMANDANT DOLAN ARRESTED. 

Ten men were arrested by the military, 
who were under the command of Colonel 
Hugo MacNeill, son of the Minister of Educa- 
tion, One of them was Commandant Joe 
Dolan, who is said to have been associated 
with Major-General Tobin and Colonel Dalton 
in the mutiny. 

The others, apparently, escaped, and it is 
understood that General Tobin and Colonel 
Dalton were among them.

The Times Correspondent in Toronto states 
that during 1923 immigration into Carada 
from Europe more than doubled. From Great 
Britain 35,700 people entered, against 17,700 
in the previous year. Of this total Scotland 
sent . 25,000. inland and Italy each sent 
slightly over 6,000, which is ten times the 
number of Finns and three times the number 
of Italians who entered in the previous year. 
Sweden sent 3,300, a five-fold increase, and 
Poland over 4,000, which is a 5% increase. 
From Russia 2,800 emigrated. 

The chief significance of the figures is that 
Canada is getting a large share of the British 
and Northern peoples, and only a small per- 
centage of immigrants from Southern Europe. 
| Immigration from. the United States amounted 
to 20,500, which is a decrease of 3,000 from 
the previous year, The value of the effects 
brought in by the American settlers was 
$7,000,000 (£1,400,000), as against $12,000,000 
(£2,400,000) two years ago, and over 
$19,000,000 (£3,800,000) five years ago.

LABOURGOVERNMENT’S 
- POLICY CRITICISED. 
MR. MACDONALD’S 
DEFENCE. 


THE CRUISER PROGRAMME, 


From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINST LR, Tuesday. 

A carefully ae speech by Mr. Ammon, 
Parliamentary retary to the Admiralty, 
in introducing the Nava! Estimates in the 
Commons, paved the way for a _full-dress 
debate on the Government s naval policy in 
general, and in particular on their decision 
not to proceed further with the Singapore 
naval base. The announcement came at the 
end of a lucid review of the Admiralty policy. 
It drew cries of ‘“‘Shame’’ from the Cort 
gervative benches opposite. Mr. Amery, as 
an ex-First Lord, considered the decision a 


pvery regrettable one, unaccompanied, as it 


was, by any adequate explanation. 

Mr. Ammon’s estimates provided for an 
expenditure of nearly 56 millions, renresent- 
ing a pre-war expenditure of 34 millions, a 
figure which he put forward as an earnest of 
the Government’s desire to observe the 
Washington Agreement, and to do what was 
possible to. redrce armaments.. Sincapore 
was the key of the debate, and Mr Ammon’s 
statement with regard to this suvject was 
closely followed. 

Mr. Ammon, in moving that the House 
into Committee on the Navy Estimates, said 
that there was a reduction of £2.°00,000, as 
compared with the estimates of last year. 
Fresh commitments amounted to less than 
10 per cent. of the' whole. The estimates 
provided for a maximum of 100.500 officers; 
men and boys, an increase of 1,000 over the 
maximum, and 2,000 over the minimum for 
last year. 

It was not the case that the recent state- 
ment of the First Lord of the Admiralty 
on Dominion co-operation embodied a new 
policy. It was pointed out by the then First 
Lord, three years ago, that the lines on 
which it was proposed to proceed were to- 
wards “‘the development of Dominion navies, 
under administrative and executive command 
of their own officers,” working in close co- 
operation, and under the guidance of a 
common doctrine. The Admiralty were work- 
ing whole-heartedly to carry out this 


principle, 
NEW CRUISERS. 

There was a provision in the estimates of 
a little under £1,800,000 for the building -ot 
five new cruisers and two destroyers. The 
building of these two destroyers was a matter 
of urgency, unless we were to risk wasting 
our money in future by embarking on a large 
a of vessels of an mntested type. 

e maintained that the (Government haa 
always consistently taken the line that the 
cruisers must be constructed, in the first 

ace, as necessary replacements, and only 
11 the second place as the work advocated 
as tending to help unemployment. (Hear, 
hear, and cries of “‘ Oh’) 


SINGAPORE DOCK. 

When introducing the Navy Estimates last 
year Mr. Amery made a statement as te the 
need for a new dock at Singapore “ on the 
direct route to the Far East and on the 
fiank of our commercial and strategic line of 
conmnications with Australia.”’ This matter 
had envazed the close and earnest considera- 
tion of the Government, as one involving 
wegen of much wider implication than 
that of naval strategy. After full considera- 
tion of all the relevant facts and consulta- 
tion with the Dominions overseas the Govern. 
ment had decided not to proceed further with 
the Singapore scheme. (Labour and Liberal 
cheers, and Opposition cries of ‘‘ Share.*’) 
He maintained that the Government had at- 
tempted to mintein in rrorer eSciency the 
Navy as our first line of defence, and at the 
same time to give an earnest of their desire 
to give a lead to the other nations of the 
world in the direction of the redvction of 
armaments and the establishment of world 
peace. (Cheers) 


IDEALS AND DIFFICULTIES. 

Mr. Amery said that the Estimates were 
£2,200 000 below those of last year, and were 
very much below the Estimates he would have 
revatded it as his duty to submit to the 
House had he held office still. The two chief 
points which affected the security of this 
country and the Empire were the cruiser 
pesition and the very regrettable decision 
with rerard to Singapore. They all desired 
peace, but many of them realised that it was 
uot arm>ment, as such, that credited wars. It 
was policy. The great problém was how to 
secure disarmament of the aggressive, wich 
was the only thing that could make for 
peace. 

He wished Labour members to know that 
there were ideals also on the Conservative 
side; but idvals were not helped by ignoring 
difficulties. With regard to the question of 
cruisers, he pointed out that these ships were 
needed, not only for battle uses, but for 
guarding trade routes throughout the Empire. 
By 1931 eighteen of our cruisers would have 
become obsolete, and, as it took four years to 
build and commission a cruiser, we ought to 
lay down 18 cruisers durirg the present and 
the next two years. In five years’ time we 
should have 32 effective crvisers in commis- 
sion, as against the United State’s 10 and 
Japan's 59. As Japan had only 18 to-day, 
that meant that of the 39 11 would be new 
vessels, whereas we should have only four 
new vessels. That was a very serious 
situation. 

The Government's decision with regard to 
Singapore was entirely inconsistent + ‘hn the 
general line they had taken on all tl ese 
problems of defence and with the general line 
of their Naval policy. It was curious that 
the Government were going on with the late 
Government’s policy as regards concentration 
in the Mediterranean and in regard to oil 
fuel stations; but, though we might help our 
ships to be mobile by supplying them with 
oil fuel, we were, apparently, not to help 
their mobilitv by enabling them to be re- 
fitted or reputed. This provision of repair 
facilities on the main highroad between ne 
East and West was as much a matter of re- 
placement as the building of new ships, 
(Hear, hear.) 

Singapore was no more a menace to Japan 
than Plymouth a menace to the United States, 
(Cheers). In any war Singapore was essential, 
By dropping the Singapore project they were 
ractically denouncing co-operation for 
impire defence. Whatever decision the 
House came to, when the Unionist Party were 
again in power they would not lose an instant 
in resuming the co inn vag Sgr cheers), 

Mr. George Lambert, whilst in full agree- 
ment with the Government on the question of 
Singapore, criticised their air policy, in so 
far as it affected the Navy. e considered 
the present position indefensible, indeed— 
almost criminal—and suggested that two dis- 
tinguished air officers should be appointed to 
the Board of Admiralty. 


PREMIER’S REPLY. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald desired at the out- 
set to contradict the suggestion that the 
Singapore scheme was contrary to the terms 
of the Washington Agreement. They would 
not have been guilty, by word or understand- 
ing, of any breach of that agreement if they 
had decided to proceed with the scheme. 
Further, he admitted that if we were driven 
for Imperial defence to create a great ficet 
in the Pacific, the position of Singapore 
was second to none in that part of the world, 
having gone into the whole subject, and taken 
the advice of the Admiralty, their decision 
had been set out in a document which was to 
be published.

STATEMENT BY THE

The Lord Mayor presided at a special meet- 
{ng of the Dublin Corporation yesterday after- 
noon to consider a report from the Special 
Committee that was appointed last week in 
reference to the Local Government Board in- 
quiry into the administration of the Corpora- 
tion. 

The Committee wrote asking for further 
instructions in connection with the inquiry, 

The Lord Mavor prapoees —** That, as the 
‘fact has been disclosed’ and admitted by the 
‘inspector at the opening of the inquiry, that 
‘no serious complaints were made to the 
Ministry as mentioned in the letter of the 
‘Local Government Board of 22nd of February 
and as the Local Government Department 
have power to hold the inquiry, we instruct 
the Town Clerk and Law Agent to take the 
necessary steps to have the Corporation repre- 
gented to meet any charges made against the 
Corporation.”’ * 

Mr. McCarthy seconded. 

AN AMENDMENT... 

Mr. Sean T. O’Kelly said that he was en- 
tirely opposed to the Lord Mayor’s proposi- 
tion. He thought that the proceedings there 
the other day were nothing but a sham. It 
was, to his mind, an excuse for the purpose 
of doing the same -thing later on with the 
Dublin Corporation, or trying to do it—be- 
cause it was questionable if they had the 

ower—as they had done with the South 

Jublin Union. It was his opinion that there 
was no charge worth while bringing against 
the Dublin Corporation, when they che sub- 
mitted no complafnt, serious or otherwise, 
acainst that body. He thought that the in- 
quiry ought to get no countenance from the 
Corporation as a body, and that they ought 
to instruct their officials to that effect. There 
were no grounds for the inquiry, but they 


the Corporation. If there was an election to- 
morrow the personnel of the Corporation— 
its political complexion—would not be changed 
by the power of the Dublin Press. The Dub- 
lin Press was as rotten as ever. 

He thought that they were in a position to 
defy any power or authority to prove any- 
thing in the nature suggested against the 
Corporation. The inquiry, he asserted, was 
got up for political purposes. The Staters 
who ordered it knew that if there was a 
géneral election their nominees would get 
short shrift. He proposed an amendment 
that the Council’s officials be instructed to 
take no part in connection with the inquiry, 
because of the failure of those ordering the 
inquiry to produce the complaints alluded to 
in the Local Government Board’s letter of 
February 27th. 

Alderman Charles Murphy seconded. 
WHY THE INQUIRY SHOULD BE HELD. 

Mr. J. Russell Stritch said that, -having 
regard to the fact that these attacks had 
been made upon the members of the Cor- 
portion in the papers, and that they could 
not deceive themselves that they did not 
stand as high in the opinion of the ratepaying 
public as they did in their own estimation, it 
would be fatal to the interests of the Cor- 
portion if the inquiry were not held. It was 
not fair to the Government; was not fair to 
certain members of the Council. or to all 
members of the Council, and was not fair to 
the ratepayers that there should not be the 
fullest inquiry. If, as Alderman O'Kelly 
suggested, the inquiry was only a sham, it 
would react upon the Government, and it 
would make the reputation of the Corporation 
far stronger. He hoped that the members 
would, in the interests of all of them, and 
not in -the mterests of any one or two of any | 
party, support the Lord Mayor’s proposition. 

Alderman Shields said that they recognised 
the facts, . The appropriate Government De- 
partment had power to institute an inquiry 
into the administration of the Corporation ac- 
cording to an Act of Parliament passed last 
year. The Corporation as a body should 
pecoms any investigation which might lead 

o the efficient management of corporate 
affairs and te enable the-ratepayers™money to 
be spent better. If, as a result of the inquiry, 
the adminstration of the Corporation was 
proved efficient the public would be disabused 
of its suspicious attitude. 

HIGH SHERIFF’S VIEWS. 

Alderman Hubbard Clark said that be was 
sorry that the senior Alderman suggested that 
the inquiry was a sham. He (Alderman 
Clark) was innocent enough to believe that it 
was a genuine inquiry. <A great number of 
Nar ago there was a similar demand to the 

ritish Government, and the arguments that 
were made then were pretty much the same as 
the arguments that were used at present; the 
Press to-day was pretty much the same as it 
was then, and the people who put forward the 
complaints were very largely the same. In 
legal terms the Government had come to the 
conclusion that at least there was prima facie 
evidence for an inquiry. He was inclined to

- They all knew what 
happened at the inquiry. The representa- 
tive of the Ministry said that there were no 
charges, and he held the inquiry under 
Section 12 of the Act of Parliament as to the 
performance of its duties by the members of 
that body. The Corporation had not been 
treated fairly” There had been a consider- 
able amount of propaganda carried on for 
some years past against the Corporation and
